An eight-man crew from the 
Missouri State Highway Depart­ 
ment will start an origin and 
destination traffic survey Mon­ 
day in the Sedalia area. 
The survey , consisting of road­ 
side interviews with motorists, 
is ex pected to be completed in 
three 
weeks 
with 
favorable 
weather. 
The survey is being conduct­ 
ed, 
the 
Departm ent 
said, to 
gather 
information 
for 
long 
range state highway planning in 
the Sedalia area. 
Interviewing stations will be 
established at seven locations 
around Sedalia. Each will be 
operated for a total of 16 hours 
during the survey but only one 
or two stations will be operated 
at the sam e time. 
Interviewing stations will be 
.set up on Highway 50, east and 
west of Sedalia: Highway 65, 
north 
and 
south 
of Sedalia; 
Route C; Route B and Route Y. 
From 30 to 100 per cent of 
the drivers will be interviewed. 
The interviews, each about one 
minute long, will be done only 
on Monday s through Friday s. 
Information from the survey 
will be taken to the depart­ 
m ent’s Jefferson City office for 
processing and analy zing. 
Crew m em bers will ask mo­ 
torists the origin and destination 
of their trip, the purpose of it 
and where the vehicle is gar­ 
aged. They also will record the 
ty pe of vehicle, direction of 
travel and the number of per­ 
sons in the vehicle. 
Asking for cooperation of mo­ 
torists, the departm ent said no 
names will be asked and no per­ 
sonal information will be sought. 
It emphasized that only com­ 
bined data is being gathered to 
give an over-all picture of state 
highway travel in the area.

090 in property dam age this 
April compared to 30 mishaps, 
no deaths, 23 injured and $12,- 
650 in property dam age for the 
same month last y ear. 
Comparing the first third ot 
1964 and 1963 reveals 91 acci­ 
dents this y ear, accounting for 
six deaths, 41 injuries and $46,- 
006 in property damage. Fig­ 
ures for 1963 were 91 accidents, 
five fatalities, 54 injuries and 
$51,431 in property loss.

NEW YORK (4^ - President 
Johnson wound up a whirlwind 
tour of the New York area Sat­ 
urday with a scorching blast at 
“ bigotry and hate.” 
Johnson said President John 
V. Kennedy , assassinated last 
November, was “ a victim of 
hate that was part of our coun­ 
try .” 
The President said he would 
like every .\m erican to ask him­ 
self on going to bed at night: 
“ What have I done to banish 
fear and hate from my self to­ 
day ?” 
Johnson delivered his attack 
on hate in dedicating a Kennedy 
Cultural, Civil and Educational 
Center that will be built by 
nearby Nassau County on the 
site of the old Mitchel Air Force 
Base. 
The 
President 
earlier 
had 
breezed at a fast clip through 
a round of activities at the New 
York World’s Fair, managed 
to jam a surprise news confer­ 
ence into his schedule. 
He made a point of advocat­ 
ing in the North, as he had re­ 
cently in the South, his civil 
rights and war-on-poverty y pro­ 
gram s. He also criticized oppo­ 
sition by doctors to his medi­ 
care program . 
Thousands of well - wishers 
turned 
out to greet Johnson 
along his routes, and he man­ 
aged 
to find 
time 
to shake 
hands with hundreds. 
The day started with light 
Johnson 
banter about beagle 
hounds, but the mood changed 
sharply at the Kennldy memo­ 
rial site as he attacked hate 
and those who “ fling poisoned 
m ud.” 
Johnson called hate a disease 
which afflicts the few and men­ 
aces the many . 
The news conference, in an 
ultrahum id auditorium of the 
American Pavilion at the New 
York World’s Fair, provided no 
m ajor pronouncements. But It 
did establish, if only indirectly , 
two m ajor points which hadn’t 
been in much doubt any way : 
1. Johnson is ready an(l eager 
to seek election to a four-y ear 
term in November. 
2. And he’s going to cover a 
lot of ground, geographically , 
in the process. 
When 
a 
reporter suggested 
Johnson would rehearse Satur­ 
day night in Atlantic City , N.J., 
an 
August 
address accepting 
the 
Democratic 
nomination. 
Johnson replied; “ I’ve had a 
high regard for y our political 
prophesies through the y ears.”

America n Peo ple Sho rt On Cha ng e

WASHINGTON—The American people will 
he cau ght short of change, Sen. Howard 
Cannon. D-Nev ., has warned President John­ 
son, u nless they break open their piggy 
banks. 
Cannon has called u pon the president to 
make an emergency appeal to the pu blic to 
stop hoarding pennies, nickels, dimes, and 
qu arters. The senator has also su ggested 
eliminating dates and other special m ark­ 
ings from coins so they will hav e no at­ 
traction for coin collectors. 
The president has agreed priv ately to take 
both proposals u nder u rgent consideration. 
Meanwhile, he has scraped u p enou gh oper­ 
ating fu nds to order the nation’s two mints 
to work ov ertime. 
They will produ ce 21.000.000 ex tra coins 
per week, mostly nickels—an increase of 
20 per cent. 
This won’t be enou gh, howev er, to catch 
u p with the coin shortage, which is esti­ 
m ated at ov er 4,000,000,000—a fu ll y ear's 
produ ction. 
The mints in Denv er and Philadelphia 
simply aren’t produ cing coins fast enou gh to 
keep u p with the nation’s demands. 
Most of the nation’s banks are already 
rationing nickels, dimes, and qu arters. 
Ex -President Eisenhower du ring one of 
‘Js economy wav es dismantled the San 
Francisco mint, and the cou ntry has been 
ru nning short of change ev er since. 
Note—Despite the domestic coin shortage, 
the U.S. mints are still produ cing coins for 
the Philippines, Ethiopia, and El Salv ador, 
which are u nable to make their own. Sev ­ 
eral other cou ntries hav e asked the United 
States to produ ce their coins, bu t hav e been 
tu rned down. 
Weird Lobby ing .Alliance 
Most important, also the weirdest lobby ­ 
ing alliance on Capitol Hill these day s is 
that of the doctors and the cigaret indu stry . 
The alliance is try ing to block medicare. 
Actu ally , the alliance does not represent 
the v ast majority of ‘he doelors 
Hu t be- 
eau se they are bu sy and hav en’t lime to 
wateh the American Medical Association to 
which they belong, their lobby has been 
engaged in some amazing aetiv iiie^. not 
only in Washington bu t in eitie.s arou nd the 
cou ntry . 
This colu mn first learned the strange to- 
i >-co-medical alliance last September. The 
■ isiaret m akers, anticipating the su rgeon 
lieral’s report on smoking and health, 
jjrepared to cou nteract it. 
They offered to finance a new AMA stu dy 
of the smoking hazard, thu s hoping to giv e 
the impression that the gov ernment r-port 
w asn’t conclu siv e, that smokers need not 


kick the habit u ntil the AMA resu lts come 
in at some indefinite date. In retu rn, the 
tobacco men promised to u se their influ ence 
in Congress to block the m edicare bill. 
An AMA spokesman v igorou sly denied to 
this colu mn that any su ch deal had been 
made. Howev er, here is what has happened 
since the AMA’s denial: 
DEC. 4, 1963—The AMA, thou gh canceling 
an earlier tobacco stu dy on the grou nds that 
the su rgeon general’s inv estigation wou ld 
make it u nneces.sary , su ddenly approv ed a 
brand new stu dy . 
FEB. 7 , 1964—The AMA accepted a $10,- 
000.000 grant for tobacco research from six 
cigaret companies. 
FEB. 28, 1964—The AMA su pported the 
tobacco indu stry ’s objection to labeling cig- 
arets as a health hazard. 
Actu ally , the 
AMA’s letter to the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission sou nded as if it had been written 
by tobacco men. 
“ More than 9 0,000,000 persons in the 
United States u se tobacco in some form ,” 
argu ed the AMA, “ and, of these, 7 2,000.000 
u se cigarets. . . . The economic liv es of 
tobacco growers, processors, and m erchants 
are entwined in the indu stry ; and local, 
state, and the federal gov ernments are the 
recipients of and dependent u pon many mil­ 
lions of dollars of tax rev enu e.” 
Profits v s. Health 
Presu mably , the nation’s doctors shou ld 
be more concerned abou t the health of the 
American people than the economic wel­ 
fare of the tobacco indu stry . Bu t the AMA, 
in its argu ments, pu t tobacco profits ahead 
of pu blic health. 
MAR. 19, 1964 — Rep. Frank Thompson, 
Jr., D-N.J., m ade a pu blic charge that the 
AMA’s cu riou s attitu de toward cigarets was 
part of a deal to get tobacco-state congress­ 
men to v ote against medicare. 
Meanwhile, the AMA lau nched a nation­ 
wide adv ertising campaign, called “ Opera­ 
tion Hometown,” against the m edicare bill. 
Local medical societies across the cou ntry 
bou ght ads in their local newspapers claim­ 
ing that the medicare bill wou ld sharply 
increase ‘he tax taken ou t of workers’ pay ­ 
checks 
The ad 
howev er, weren’t ev en consis­ 
tent. Sev eral ads, su ch as one taken by the 
St. Joseph Cou nty Medical Society in the 
Sou th Bend. Ind., Tribu ne, dem and« !: “Can 
y ou afford a 23 per cent increase In y ou r 
pay roll tax ’’” 
Others were less ex trav agant. The Way ne 
Cou nty , Mich., Medical Society ’s ads, for 
instance, asked: “Can y ou afford a 16H* 
per cent increase in y ou r pay roll tax ?” 
Actu ally , Treasu ry ex perts believ e the tax 
increase will be closer to 7 per cent. 
These are some of the backstage activ i- 
tie of the strangest alliance on Capitol Hill, 
aimed at blocking any legislation giv ing 
medical aid to the elderly .

Du ring the Nu ern­ 
berg trials he was concerned 
abou t the moral responsibilities 
of those ju dgments. 


It was a time when he was 
prominently considered as the 
nex t Repu blican candidate for 
the presidency . It was an issu e 
on which he might hav e been 
silent. Yet the blu nt and honest 
senator from Ohio insisted that 
there was no ju stification for 
the trials, which v iolated the 
fu ndamental principles of Amer­ 
ican law that a man cannot be 
tried u nder the ex -post facto 
statu te. 


He was tau nted by his ene­ 
mies, pilloried by his competi­ 
tors—y et his was a v oice that 
was raised at a needfu l time.

Facts; Henry Jones and his 
wife, Mary , borrow money and 
ex ecu te a note by which they 
promise to repay the loan in 
monthly installments, this prom­ 
issory note being secu red by a 
Deed of Tru st (mortgage) on 
their home. Henry and Mary 
then sell their home to Ru fu s 
Black su bject to the u npaid bal­ 
ance 
of 
the 
mortgage 
loan, 
which Ru fu s assu mes and prom­ 
ises to pay . Ru fu s fails to make 
the monthly loan pay ments and 
the Lender forecloses the Deed 
of Tru st. 
At foreclosu re the 
property is sold for an amou nt 
less than the amou nt du e the 
Lender. The Lender su ed Henry 
and Mary for the u nsatisfied 
portion of the debt. Are Henry 
and Mary liable? 
Answer: The answer is y es. 
Sale of the property and the 
promise of Ru fu s to repay the 
loan does not reliev e Henry and 
Mary of their promise to repay 
the money which they borrowed. 
The foreclosu re sale of the prop­ 
erty releases their liability to 
repay the debt only to the ex tent 
that the sale proceeds redu ced 
the amou nt du e on the note and 
they remain liable for any u n­ 
satisfied balance inclu ding u n­ 
paid costs and ex penses. 
This resu lt cou ld hav e been 
av oided if Henry and Mary , at 
the time of the sale to Ru fu s, 
had secu red an agreement of 
the Lender to release their re­ 
sponsibility for repay ment of 
the debt, and to accept Ru fu s 
as the Debtor in their place.

Leukemia : Blo o d Ca ncer; 
Tumo rs Usua lly Present

Q—Is leu kemia a form of can­ 
cer? If a person with leu kemia 
were cu red wou ld this prev ent 
his getting cancer? 


A—Leu kemia is considered to 
be cancer of the blood. In the 
v ictims, tu mors of the spleen 
are 
almost 
alway s 
present. 
There may also be tu mors of 
the ly mph nodes and bone m ar­ 
row. The newer dru gs u sed to 
treat this disease may control 
the growth of the tu mors for 
sev eral y ears bu t cannot be con­ 
sidered perm anent cu res. Wheth­ 
er su ccessfu l or not, su ch treat­ 
ment wou ld hav e no bearing on 
the v ictim ’s su sceptibility to a 
different form of cancer. 


Q—Three y ears ago at the age 
of 30 I had a hy sterectomy . 
Since then I hav e times when 
I feel cram py and moody ju st 
as I u sed to when I ex pected 
my periods. Wou ld the opera­ 
tion hav e any thing to do with 
these sy mptoms? Where does 
the blood go that I normally 
wou ld hav e lost with my pe­ 
riods? 


A—You hav e u ndergone a su r­ 
gical menopau se. This may be 
partially responsible for y ou r 
sy mptoms. The blood y ou wou ld 
normally hav e lost doesn’t go 
any where. Menstru al bleeding is 
a part of the preparation for the 
renewal of the u terine wall to 
receiv e a fertilized ov u m. With 


the u teru s remov ed this is no 
longer possible. 


Q—What are the sy mptoms of 
hardening of the arteries of the 
brain? What can be done abou t 
it? 
A—Cerebral 
arteriosclerosis 
may cau se a wide v ariety of 
sy mptoms depending on the part 
of the brain that is damaged. 
One of the commonest resu lts 
is what is known as a little 
stroke. The v ictim u ndergoes a 
change of personality —-becomes 
u ntidy , noisy or profane where 
he was formerly neat, qu iet and 
respectfu l. There is no cu re for 
dam age that has already been 
done bu t steps can sometimes 
be taken to check the process. 
These 
wou ld 
inclu de 
getting 
more rest, dru gs to redu ce the 
abnormally high blood pressu re, 
diet to redu ce ov erweight, cu t­ 
ting ou t smoking and in care­ 
fu lly selected cases the u se of 
a tranqu ilizer or dru gs to en­ 
large the sm aller blood v essels. 


Q—Is it harmfu l to drink cof­ 
fee that has been reheated? 
I 
hav e heard that this dev elops 
some chemical that constricts 
the blood v essels. 
A—Coffee beans are roasted 
before y ou bu y them so when 
y ou 
make 
fresh 
coffee 
the 
grou nds are reheated. Reheating 
does no harm bu t the caffeine 
in coffee, fresh or reheated, is 
a mild blood v essel constrictor.

JACaOEUNE KENNEDY 
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I Burn $25

■^VERY WEEKDAY MORNING I assign a 
J man to start a fire in two fur- 
naces. Then we throw paper money—in 
denominations of $1, $5, $10, $20, $50, 
$100, and up to $10,000—into the fire. 
We must burn $25 million a day, or we’re real­ 
ly behind schedule. 
I’ve worked for the Destruction Committee of 
the U.S. Treasury Department since 1919, and 
for the last 34 years I’ve been committee chair­ 
man. Our group is aptly named; we make cer­ 
tain that paper money removed from circulation 
is burned, not just to the usual “crisp” but to 
a very fine ash. 
And we have tons of money to burn. The Gov­ 
ernment prints money on such durable, high- 
grade cotton-and-linen paper that no counter­ 
feiter has ever matched its quality. But paper 
money still wears out and must be replaced with 
new bills ($1 bills receive the most handling and 
wear out in about a year and a half). 
The destruction procedure begins at banks. The 
nation's 12 Federal Reserve banks cull worn, 
torn, and mutilated paper money. The bills aré 
cancelled with perforations, sliced horizontally, 
and tied in what we call straps (bundles) of 100 
half bills. When the lower half of the bills arrive 
by registered mail at the Treasury Department 
in Washington, the bank is sent a coded wire; 
“Shipment XX received. Subject to count and in­ 
spection.” Then the upper half is shipped. 
The bills are carefully inspected for possible 
counterfeits. Then they are assigned to counters, 
who work at long, individual desks on the third 
floor of the Bureau of Printing and Engraving 
Annex. After a shipment is verified and ap­ 
proved, our Destruction Committee receives a 
list of the money to be burned the next day. 
We add the money to our schedule, then send 
a worker and two committee members to pick it 
up. The money straps are counted and dropped 
into a six-foot-high steel handcart. The cart is 
heavily padlocked, and only committee members 
ever touch the key. 
The carts are pushed to a freight elevator and 
taken to the subbasement, w^here we have three

He keeps two big furnaces roaring; 


their fuel: worn-out greenbacks 


silver-painted incinerators. We use two of these 
ovens to burn money, the third to destroy routine 
items. The furnaces are brick-lined and 20 feet 
deep. It takes a lot of muscle to raise their doors. 
Money doesn’t burn easily. The heavy drying 
oils used in the printing inks cause the bills to 
bum and glow like coal. So we use plain, un­ 
marked paper as kindling and strike a match like 
anyone starting a wood or coal fire. 
Workers throw in the old money as unnerv- 
ingly as if it were simply trash—well, at least 
the veteran employees do. The first few days a 
new man is on the job he gets excited and prac­ 
tically counts the straps of money he bums. 
He’ll throw in a strap of $100 bills and say, 
“Here goes $10,000.” 
1 11 double that,” another worker will jest 
“Here’s $20,000.” 
Once a new man got sick after throwing in $2 
million in one arm load. “Two million dollars,” 
he said, grabbing his stomach, “$2 million!” 
But the novelty of “having money to burn” 
soon ends, and workers find this an ordinary job. 


A Treasury worker literally has ‘‘money to bum:' 


It’s even drudgery when there are big loads of 
$1 bills to incinerate. 
Our furnaces roar from 7 :30 a.m. to 4 p.m. On 
an average day we burn 4,000 pounds or $25 mil­ 
lion worth of used currency. Last year, we burned 
540 tons of old money previously valued at 
$6,596,014,084.50. The 50 cents came from half 
of one bill; despite widespread opinion to the 
contrary, at least three-fifths of a torn bill must 
be shown to receive full value. 
Each day we also burn about $3 million in re­ 
deemed bonds and notes, plus postage stamps and 
paper spoiled in printing.

u r n i n g r e d u c e s m o n e y to fine gray ashes 
that weigh only 4 percent as much as the 
original money. I carefully examine these ashes 
as they are shoveled into 50-gallon barrels. If 
there are no fragments of bills, I sign a release 
permitting the ashes to be hauled to a dump. 
(People request money ashes to make “the world’s 
richest soil,” but these ashes contain so much 
nitrogen they would burn the earth.) 
How do we prevent old money from being stolen ? 
Well, paper currency that is cancelled by per­ 
foration and sliced is no longer legal money. And 
its mutilated condition makes it almost impos­ 
sible to spend. Even if an expert pieced together 
a bill, the secret markings would be recognized 
instantly at a bank. 
In my 45 years of destroying money, there has 
been only one attempted theft—and it was not a 
very clever job. 
Formerly we only clipped off corners of paper 
bills before destroying them. Men sat by funnels 
and fed money into tanks of acid. While work­ 
ing, we talked back and forth. One day a worker 
mentioned selling his farm in Ohio, and another 
worker offered to buy it. 
A couple of weeks later they were ready to 
close the deal. “No,” the prospective buyer said, 
“I don’t need a bank mortgage; I have the money 
right here.” He then pulled out $66,000 in lOs 
and 20s 
which the seller immediately saw were 
^clipped and cancelled bills. The thief was thus 
"caught red-handed. 
That was back in 1919. Since then nobody has 
been that foolish.

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A MOTHER’S DAY VIEW OF 
JACQUELINE KENNEDY

YEAR AGO, Jacqueline Kennedy 
might have been chosen the ideal 
American mother for what she had — a 
loving husband, two lovely children, and 
another child soon to come. Today, she 
would be chosen for what she is. 


Her strength in the face of great tragedy 
impressed the world—for she bore her sorrow 
with superhuman dignity and with the very 
human courage it takes to build a new life for her­ 
self and her fatherless children. Caroline, 6, and 
John, Jr., 3. 
I myself first glimpsed her strength in 1962 
during a visit with her mother, Janet Lee Auch- 
incloss, at Hammersmith Farm in Newport, R.L, 
where Jacqueline grew up. 
In what Mrs. Auchincloss told me of Jacqueline's 
childhood, I now see the first stirrings of the inner

strength Jacqueline summons today. 
Self-reliance was one of the lessons Janet Auch­ 
incloss taught her daughter. By the time Jackie 
was a year old, her mother, a daredevil horse­ 
woman who achieved the top rank among women 
riders, had lifted her onto a pony to make her 
unafraid. At five Jackie, riding confidently, 
already showed the fearlessness that six years 
later won her two national championships for 
young riders. 
Another lesson was to face crises without panic. 
One day in New York’s Central Park, four-year- 
old Jackie demonstrated that she had learned this 
lesson well. Losing her nurse in the crowd, she 
calmly walked up to a policeman and gave him her 
telephone number. When her mother came to pick 
her up, she explained that the nurse, not she, had 
been lost! 
The third importent lesson was to find her 
own identity. “Jackie was a very original child,” 


her mother told me. “As she grew older. I knew, 
too, that she was a real scholar and that the world 
of books and the arts mattered most to her.” 
Jackie’s imagination often expressed itself in 
flights of fancy, so Mrs. Auchincloss encouraged 
her to write poems and stories. 
With her mother, Jacqueline always has enjoyed 
both a closeness and a camaraderie. As First Lady, 
paying tribute to that closeness, she talkc^ of her 
mother as “my dear, sweet mother’’ and told the 
press, “I hope to do as well for my children as 
my mother did for me.” 
Says Mrs. John Murray Begg, a family friend, 
“There is something very sweet and old-fashioned 
in the relationship between Janet and Jacqueline.” 
Mother and daughter have always respected 
each other’s individuality and independence. Dur­ 
ing the 1,000 days Jacqueline lived in the White 
House, total strangers sometimes wrote to Mrs. 
Auchincloss, telling her to tell Jackie what to do. 
She was greatly amused by this. “I wouldn’t dream 
of telling Jacqueline what to do,” she says. “I 
never have. It’s too late to start now.” 
With tragedy came closeness of a new kind. 
Today they both live in Washington’s Georgetown 
section and see each other-frequently. 
Mrs. Auchincloss used to ponder which parent 
Caroline and John, Jr., resembled most. Caroline, 
she decided, was more like the President than her 
mother, although “she gets her imagination from 
both parents.” John-John (as John, Jr., is called) 
was*more like his mother, she decided. In him were 
flashes of his mother’s early, unbridled spirit. 


Always Time for the Children 


Through the years, too, Mrs. Auchincloss was 
happy that the children’s father made time for 
them. He hardly got to know Caroline until they 
moved into the White House. He had been busy 
with the campaign for the nomination and then for 
the Presidency. When he discovered her, however, 
they became deeply attached to each other. “I’m 
so pleased that the President makes time for 
Caroline,” Mrs. Auchincloss once told me. “He’s a 
wonderful father and can enter the child’s mind. 
When she sees a shark, he sees one, too.” 
For John-John, the President had time from the 
first. When the President would leave for a trip, 
he often took his son on the helicopter ride to 
Andrews Air Force Base, and there John-John 
would make a fuss about being left behind. White 
House helicopters were John-John’s playthings. 
With the death last August of Patrick Bouvier, 
the Kennedys’ infant son, a blow which the Presi­ 
dent took very hard, the father’s feeling for his 
children grew even stronger. 
And now they are without him, and Jacqueline, 
summoning all her strength, is trying to rear them 
with the self-reliance, the freedom from panic, and 
the rare qualities of imagination that have been 
hers since childhood. 
With her flair for writing poems and stories, 
she finds that improvising games and songs for 
her children comes naturally. And she delights in 
their flights of fancy, for she herself was an 
imaginative child who used to pretend that she 
shared her bedroom with a brown bear !

Each weekday, Jacqueline and the children have 
breakfast together, then pile into a car driven by 
a Secret Service chauffeur (they still have Secret 
Service protection). After dropping Caroline at 
school, Jacqueline usually takes John-John to the 
home of friends for a play session. 
She lunches with the children and also plays 
with them after their afternoon nap. Often she 
will wander in and out of Georgetown shops with 
Caroline of an afternoon. Always, she makes a big 
thing of the children’s holidays and weekends. 
Many of these weekends are spent at Wexford, 
their country home near Atoka, Va. 
“The children,” says a neighbor, “seem gay and 
happy. I often see them at Dumbarton Oaks (a 
public park) and in the drugstore sipping Cokes.” 
Another neighbor remarks: “Mrs. Kennedy is 
an excellent mother. She really reaches her chil­ 
dren without overindulging them.” 
But while Jacqueline keeps her children’s lives 
happy and gay, she also is thoroughly aware of the 
psychological problems they face. 


Caroline and John-John get a skiing lesson from 
their mother while on Easter holiday in Vermont. 


She keeps their father’s memory alive. The Tues­ 
day night after his funeral, when Arlington Na­ 
tional Cemetery was closed to the public, she took 
Caroline to stand at his grave. “Today,” says a 
friend, “she talks to them about their father with­ 
out restraint but also without tears.” 
She tries, however, to protect them from painful 
memories. The Lyndon Johnsons wanted the school 
Caroline attended to remain indefinitely at the 
White House. But when Caroline wandered into 
her father’s old office looking for him, Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy decided that the time had come to move the 
school. It is now housed in the British Embassy. 
She tries, too, to spare the children from the 
possibly harmful effects of growing up in an exclu­ 
sively feminine world. Even in decorating her new 
home, she was careful to keep it from being too 
feminine. And she is grateful for the influence of 
what psychiatrists call “male figures” in the chil­ 
dren’s daily lives. Each day brings either Uncle 
Robert Kennedy, the Attorney General, or Uncle 
Ted Kennedy, the Massachusetts Senator, to the 
Georgetown house. Says a friend : “Bobby acts like 
a father to Caroline and John-John.” 
The faithful Dave Powers, once President Ken­ 
nedy’s inseparable crony, regularly comes to play 
with John-John. These play sessions, a carry-over 
from the White House days, are a reassuring link 
with the past to the little boy. 


Jacqueline Leans on Both Families 


Family, which is important to the children, is 
perhaps equally important today to Jacqueline her­ 
self. “She always had strong family feeling,” says 
her mother. A friend, however, noting the deepen­ 
ing of this feeling, adds, “Jacqueline used to be 
an international girl; now she’s a family girl.” 
For one thing, she has more time for family. 
For another, family has been her solace during her 
period of grief and readjustment. Even as a child 
she used to lean in some ways on her sister Lee 
(Princess Radziwill), who is 33^ years younger. 
Lee was with her most of the past winter. 
Her half sister, Janet Jennings Auchlincloss, 19, 
was only a child when Jacqueline married. During 
the past winter, Jacqueline and Janet discovered 
each other anew. 
With the Kennedy family, too, there has been a 
constant deepening of feeling. She plans to have 
her children spend their summers at her home in 
the family “compound” at Hyannis Port, Mass. “I 
want the children to grow up in the atmosphere 
their father enjoyed most of his life.” she says. 
In black all the time, but, as a friend puts it, “in 
smart black,” Jacqueline is not outwardly mourn­ 
ful. She attends a great many charitable functions 
and shakes innumerable hands wherever she goes. 
She spends a great deal of time working on plans 
for the Kennedy Memorial Library in Boston. She 
also plans to join the board of the National Cul­ 
tural Center in Washington, which has been 
renamed the Kennedy Memorial Center for the 
Performing Arts. Eventually, she may accept an 
appointment to the Fine Arts Commission, give 
her name and time to a campaign to beautify 
America, devote herself to encouraging a greater 
interest in the arts, and write (she has had innu-

merable requests to write books, magazine articles, and 
newspaper columns). 
Jacqueline is today both a private citizen and a public 
figure. She seems wholly private when she strolls through 
the Georgetown streets or visits John Paul’s beauty salon on 
Wisconsin Avenue. John Paul used to come to the White 
House to do her hair; now she goes to his shop like everybody 
else. “One day,” says a customer, “I saw her waiting. Her 
eye caught a cover line of a fan magazine. The Romance of 
Jack and Jackie,’ it read. She winced.” 
She is public because she stirs the public imagination and 
realizes that she has enormous influence in setting stand­ 
ards of conduct and in lending weight to causes. Crowds 
assembled daily in front of her new home in the first weeks 
after she moved there. “She did not seem to resent it,” says 
a neighbor. “From a second-story window, she raised her 
hand again and again in gracious acknowledgment.” 
Presents have poured in. There are dolls, pictures, toys, 
books, records, clothing, towels, and dishes. There is even a 
Madonna and Child of inlaid wood from an unknown sympa­ 
thizer behind the Iron Curtain. 
The children drink their milk from porcelain mugs made 
by an Ohio woman. At the bottom of each mug is a statuette 
of an animal which rises to view as the level of milk goes 
down. And John-John sometimes wears a suit made by a 
Pennsylvania seamstress who wrote that she wanted him

to have it even though she was of “modest” means. 
To this Georgetown home, too, distinguished visitors keep 
coming. When President Antonio Segni of Italy was received 
at the White House in January, he also went to see Mrs. 
Kennedy. Terrance O’Neill, Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, came to present her with gifts of Irish linen. 
There is a small walled garden in the rear of Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy’s house. Sometimes Jacqueline gardens, although she 
does not consider that her forte. She does keep fresh flowers 
in the rooms, though, as she always has done. 
She often stays up long after midnight, reading, handling 
matters connected with her husband’s various memorials 
and his place in history, or just talking to friends.

Losing her husband and her baby within 14 weeks, Jac­ 
queline has natural fears arising from these tragic experi­ 
ences. These fears, as she recently told a friend, revolve 
around Caroline and John-John, whose safety and well-being 
have become the center of her thoughts. 
When the fears come, however, Jacqueline Kennedy has 
the strength to overcome them. The world has learned what 
President Kennedy meant when he once said, “My wife is a 
very strong woman.”

Th en we 
so meth in g : we were d riftin g o u t to sea . fa rth er a n d fa rth er fro m th e sea rch ers!

E HAD PADDLED ou r su rfb oard s ab ou t h alf- 
a-mile from sh ore, b eyon d th e lin e-u p of 
b reak ers, an d we were d riftin g th ere, waitin g 
for on e good wave, b efore we wen t h ome. Th ere 
was a stiff b reeze, an d it was a little ch op p y, b u t 
th ere was n o in k lin g of d an ger. 


My buddy , C ra^ Thompson , 16, an d I had surfed Hun t­ 
in g ton Beach, Calif., man y times in a win d like that, an d 
we’d had some terrific rides. We were con cen tratin g on the 
waves when , all of a sudden , out of n owhere, that win d 
kicked up to a blastin g g ale. It took us completely by sur­ 
prise. I’d heard of the San ta An a win d, which can blow up 
to 50 mph without a secon d’s warn in g —but I n ever fig ured 
on g ettin g caug ht in it! 
The sun was g oin g down . In 15 min utes it would be dark. 
I hollered to Craig , "I thin k we’d better head in !” He n odded, 
an d we started paddlin g for shore. We paddled like mad, 
but we didn ’t seem to make an y headway ; it felt like we 
were just stan din g still. Fin ally , we stopped paddlin g , an d 
we just stared at each other, a little dumbfoun ded. 
Craig shouted over the win d, "What do we do n ow?” 
I paddled a little closer an d g rabbed on to his board. We 
were on ly about two feet apart, but we had to y ell to hear 
each other. We had a choice: we could try to wait out the 
win d, or we could ditch the hoards an d swim to shore. Both 
of us are very stron g swimmers, an d we fig ured headin g for 
shore was the on ly way .. Before we could start, a g ig an tic 
wall of water roared up in fron t of us. The win d whipped 
the top few feet in to a frothy spray that almost choked us. 
We hastily paddled out to a calmer area an d droppied the idea 
of try in g to swim. Without our hoards, we’d n ever make it. 
It was dark. We couldn ’t even see the shore lin e. The win d 
howled aroun d us, an d we bobbed like corks. Craig g rasped 
my board an d looked at me real fun n y . He said in a kin d of 
stran g led voice, "We’re n ot g on n a make it back!” I didn ’t 
say an y thin g . I thoug ht he mig ht be rig ht! 
Neither of us pan icked, thoug h. I thin k may be we were 
just too surprised. We’d been surfin g for 
2 % y ears, an d 
n othin g like this had ever happen ed before. An 3rway , we had 


on e hope. Bobby Schultz, a frien d of ours from our home 
town of West Covin a, said he was too tired for late-aftemoon 
surfin g an d had stay ed in the car. He’d be worried; he’d g et 
help. All we had to do was han g on —but how lon g ? 
Craig an d I paddled hard ag ain st the rag in g win d an d 
water but kept our ey es on the darken ed shore lin e. Then I 
shouted: "Over there—^flares! They ’ll have us in n o time!” 
As if to con firm it, spotlig hts started flashin g across the 
water, an d helicopters chug g ed overhead. Next we could 
hear rescue boats n earby . 
We clapped each other in relief. But we didn ’t kn ow then 
what it is to be lost in turbulen t seas. We were just specks 
out there. Our shouts couldn ’t be heard over the win d, an d 
we lay so low on our hoards that we were in visible on the 
horizon . We could see our rescuers, but they could n ot see 
us. We were just as lost as ever—except n ow we were tor­ 
tured by bein g so close an d y et so far from safety .

our after hour 
passed . We took turn s han g in g on to 
each other’s boards so we wouldn ’t drift apart. But that 
g ot to be tirin g . Fin ally , Craig said, “I wish we had some­ 
thin g to tie ourselves tog ether with.” He remembered he 
had a drawstrin g on his swim trun ks, an d he pulled it loose. 
I tied on e en d aroun d my left wrist, an d he wrapped the 
other en d aroun d the fin g ers of his rig ht han d. That way , 
we were held tog ether, but if on e of us wen t overboard, the 
other could g et loose before he was pulled in , too. 
We watched the rescue efforts almost as if we were spec­ 
tators. "Hey ,” I said after a while, "they seem to be con cen ­ 
tratin g to the south of us.” We puzzled over that till the 
an swer hit us: "We’re driftin g out to sea! We’re g ettin g 
farther an d farther apart!” 
'The idea struck us dumb. I thin k we would have been ter­ 
rified if we weren ’t so un comfortable. We were in wet suits 
(rubber suits impreg n ated with air bubbles), but by n ow 
we were shiverin g . Besides, straddlin g a surfboard is like 
sittin g on a very fat horse—y ou g et plen ty stiff ! 
■^^ter about four hours, a small Coast Guard cutter putted 
toward us. "Hey ! Hey !” we shouted. He kept rig ht on com­ 
in g ; he was on ly 100 y ards west of us, an d Craig an d I were 
shoutin g happily at him. Then our voices died for a momen t 
—h e wa s g o in g Hg h t p a st u s. 
"Hey ! Hey ” Our shouts were 
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louder than ever n ow. But still he didn ’t 
hear us. He faded over the horizon , an d 
we flopped on our boards, exhausted. 
"Get set, buddy ,” I said. "We’re spen d­ 
in g a lot of time out here!” 
Craig g ot a little worried then . He kept 
say in g , "Do y ou thin k we’re g on n a make it 
throug h the n ig ht? Do y ou really thin k so?” 
I kept say in g , "Yep! We’re g on n a make 
it all rig ht. An d that’s all there is to it!” I 
wasn ’t say in g it just to reassure him. I 
hon estly was positive that we would. 
We spen t the rest of the n ig ht shiverin g , 
watchin g , an d waitin g . We’d had very little 
to eat all day , an d kn owin g we probably 
wouldn ’t g et n ear an y food for a lon g time 
made it worse. Craig dozed off on ce, an d 
when he woke up he said he could practi­ 
cally taste a steak! I was just dreamin g 
about my bed at home an d how g reat it 
would feel rig ht n ow! 
The on ly thin g I really worried about 
was fog . So far, it was a real clear n ig ht, 
but that fog rolls in somethin g wicked in 
the beach area. It’s the soupy kin d of fog 
that d o esn 't 
lift with the sun . I kept thin k­ 
in g , Bo y, if th a t h a p p en s 
—it's a ll o ver. 
After what seemed like a week, the sun 
beg an to come up. Pretty soon , we could 
make out five or six big boats to the south 
of us. "Let’s paddle for them!” Craig said. 
We paddled hard, but the lig hter it g ot, the 
further away those boats seemed to be. For 
a frig hten in g min ute, we thoug ht that we 
weren ’t g ain in g an y g roun d—but then we 
realized that lig hts on the water can be 
very deceptive at n ig ht.

We were lifted 
aboard a fishin g boat. Th e Flier. Next came 
a helicopter to rush us to shore. 
It was pretty much a blur—Mom an d 
Dad drag g in g me out of the helicopter. 
Some cry in g . Hot coffee an d warm clothes.
